‘The congrefs may provide, that the judges of the 


general judicial court fhall hold circuit courts within | 
the ftate ; and the legiflature of the ftate may, in addi- | 


tion to the times and places to be affigned by the 
eongrefs; for holding the general judicial court or the 
circuit courts, affign other times ana places. 

The congrefs may determine the number of judges 
which fhall be a quorum to hold a general judicial 
court, or a Circuit court in each refpedtive Rate. 

The congrefs may, in the cafes to which the judi- 
cial power of the united ftates doth extend, and the 


Jegiflature of the fate may inthe other cafes, regu- | 


late the fees and proceedings in the feveral courts and 
the jurildiction of the circuit courts within the 
fate. 

The minifterial officers of the general judicial court 


Shall be appointed and commiffioned in fuch manner 


as the legiflature of the ftate hall prefcribe. 

All writs, iffuing out of the general judicial court, 
fhall be in the name of the judges thereof, 

The judges of the general judicial court may be 
impeached by the houfe of reprefentatives of the unit- 
ed ftates, andalfo by the moft numerous branch of 
the ftare legiflature. 

The impeachment fhall notbe tried by the fenate 
of the united fates, or by any judicature ugger the 
authority of the Rate, but the congrefs fhally law, 
eftablifh a court to be held in each ftate, for the trial 


of fuch impeachments, to confift only of fenators of | 


the united ftates, judges of the fupreme court of the 
united fates, and judges of general judicial 
courts, ‘The trial {hall be in the ftate where the per- 
fons impeached {hall refide, and every law, defignat- 
ing the judges of a court for the trial of impeach- | 
ments, fhall be pafled previous to impeachment, and | 
the defignation fhall be, not by naming the perfons, | 
but by defcribing the offices, the perfons in which of- 
fices for the time being, and elected or appointed pre» | 
vious to the impeachment, fhaltbe the judges: and | 
no perfon fhall be convicted without the concurrence 
of two thirds of the judges prefent. 

Judgments by the courts fo to be eftablifhed for the } 
trial of impeachments, fhall not extend further than 
is provided by the conftitution of the united fates, in 
safes of impeachments, and the party, neverthelefs, 
to be liable and fubject to indictment, trial, judgment 
and punifhment according to law. 

In every ftate where the congrefsfhall declare the 
fuperior or fupreme common-law court, to be the 
general judicial court, the judges fhall, by force of 
their appointments as judges of the fuperior or fu- 
preme common law court, become judges cf the fu- 
perior or fupreme common law court: and all the 
powers aud duties of the judges of the fupzrior or fu~ 
preme common law court, either by the conititution 
or the laws of the fate, fhall devolve on the judges 
of the general judicial court.

Paris, Dec, 7. The late overflowing of the riv- 
ers having in many places in France, retarded the 
arrival of the poft, the ariftocratic horde (as they are 
now politely called) enjoyed the triumph of a mo~- 
ment, by giving out that the national affembly was 
diffulved ; that Paris was given up to the king’s troops 
to be plundered, and that all the patriots who refufed 
laying down their arms, were butchered on the {pote 
The people believed the report, but inftead of yielding 
to defpair, or any other unbecoming weaknefs, they 
aflembled, and repeated their civic oath, “ to defend 
the conftitution until death!” In many places ia 
Languedoc the national cavalry were ready to fly to 
the affiftance of the capital; their hangers were whet- 
ted in the prefence of the preachers of flavery, who 
were given to underitand, that on the firt fiznal of 
a counter revolytion, they fhould be the victims of 
national indignation. 

The municipality of Paris went on Thurflay to 
Liifle des Cygnees, to fee a mill put in motion by a 
firepump; it contains twelve millftenes, which in 24 
hours, grind feven hundred feptiers of corn ; [a fep- 
tier is twelve bufhels] this cuiious piece of mechan- 
ifm willbe found wonderfully ufeful for Paris, as the 
Siene is frozen over every winter.

CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES: 
AT THEIR THIRD SESSION, 

Begun and held at the city of Philadelphia, on Mon- 
day the fixth of December, one thoufand feven 

hundred and ninety. 

An ac ta provide more effectually for tho fettlement of 
the accounts between the united frates and the individ- 
ual flates. : 

E it enadied by the fenate and houfe of reprefentatives | 


= 


of the united flates of America in congrefs affembled, | 
‘That a board to confift of three commiffioners, be, | 
and hereby is eftablifhed to fettle the accounts between | 
the united fates and the individual ftates, and the dee | 
termination of a majority of the faid commiffioners | 
on the claims fubmitted t them, hall be final and | 
conclufive, and they fhall have power to employ fuch | 
number of clerks as they may find neceflary. 

Lud be it further chatted, That the faid commif- 
fioners thall refpeCtively take an oath or affirmation be- 
ore the chief juftice of the united ftates, or one of the 
aflociate or diftrit judges, that they will faithfully 
and impartially execute the dutico of their office. And 
they fhalleach of them be entitled to receive at the 
rate of two thoufand two hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum, payable quarter yearly, at the treafury of the 
united fates, for their refpective fervices. 

Mud be it farther enaéied, That it fhall be the duty 
ofthe faid commiffioners sto receive and examine all 
claims which fiall be exhibited to them before the firit 
day of July, 27915 and todetermine on all fuch as 
fhall have uccrued for the gencral or particular defence 
ducing the war, and on the evidence thereof, accorde 
ing to the principles of general equity, (although fuch 
claims may not be fan@tioned by the refolves of com- 
gref or fupported by regular vouchers) foas to pro- 
vide for the final fettlemene of allacconnts between the 
united hates and the fates individually; but no evi- 
<lence of a claim heretofore admitted by a commifiion- 
erof the united fates for any fate or diftriG, thall be 
fixbjcct to fuch examination, nor fhall the claim of any 
citizen be admitted as a charge againft the united fates

By the above fhip we learn. that the whole kingdom 
of Spain: (except the court party and the clergy) are 
ripe for the farge revolution as has Jately taken place | 
with their neighbors, the french. The people speak 
their entiments more freely than ever was known in 
that kingdom before. It wasreported in Cadiz, be- | 
fore this fhip left that place, that holtilities had | 
already commenced in the province of Bilcay; 
and that the people had cut off the heads of feveral | 
governors who were too much attached to the arbitra- | 
ry power of the king. In December laft his majef- 
ty pafled a decree, that all fhopkeepers fhould: pay a 
gax of 10 per cent. upon their merchandize, through- 
out the kingdom > upon which, the dealers immedi- 
ately {hut up all their fhops, and at laft his majeft 
thought proper torepeal the decree. In January lat | 
the minifter of Rate received a letter from an unknown | 
hand, fettingforth the grievances of the fubje&s, and 
threatening withal what he had to depend upon foon, | 
if better laws were not made for the good of the | 
whole: the letter was compared with other letters in | 
Madrid—at length a hand was found which left no; 
doubt of the auctor, who was amerchantin Cadiz; 
a guard of the king’s officers and men were difpatched 
to Cadiz with orders to take hi and every man about 
his houle to immediate confinement. They accord- | 
ingly came to Cadiz the laft of January, and produce 
ed the letter to the merchant, who inamediately con- 
fefled that he was the author, and at the fame time in- | 
formed the guard, he would be one of the firft who 
was willing to fuffer for his country, in hopes it 
might open the eyes of his countrymen. The con- 
fequence was that they feized him and his clerks, and 
confined them in a place where they may wait the 
affiftance of their country to relieve them. 

The poftoffice is watched at Cadiz as if the falva- | 
tion of their nation was wholly depending upon every 
mail that comes in from the nortward—there is not a 
letter that contains more than a common fheet of 
writing paper, but what is immediately broke open 
and expofed to every king’s officer who has a mind to 
perule it.
